been adopted, it would have had the 
effect of killing the treaty. 

Final arguments in favor of ratifi- 
cation were presented in the House 
of Commons by Austen Chamberlain, 
the Government leader, and in the 
House of Lords by Lord Chancellor 
Birkenhead. 

At the resumption of debate on 
the treaty in the House of Commons 
this afternoon, Arthur Henderson, 
labor leader, stated that the Labor 
party welcomed the treaty. 

Major Robert O'Neill,. speaker of 
the Northern Parliament at Belfast, 
attacked the treaty, particularly on 
the grounds that it proposed a re- 
vision of boundaries between North 
and South Ireland without Ulste1’s 
consent, 

Prime Minister Lloyd George in- 
tervened in the debate and said he 
understood the suggestion had been 
made that he had said if Sinn Fein 
had a majority in the two 
of Tyrone and Fermanagh, South 
Ireland would get the whole of these 
two counties. He declared he cer- 
fhinly had never said anything of 
Yhe kind. On the contrary, he .le- 
clared, all he ever had suggested 
was that the character of the popu- 
lation would be taken into account 
as well as the economic and ‘teo- 
graphical conditions. 

There was slight hope that a de- 
cision would be reached today by 
the Dail, which again met in secret, 
and it was thought that the public 
session at which the vote would be 
taken would not be held until to- 
morrow, and possibly might be de- 
ferred until next week. 

The Imperial Parliament, the 
Government had announced, would 
not be prorogued until the Dail’s 
decision was received. Anxiety was 
expressed here as to the ultimate 
fate of the treaty in Dublin, where 
prolongation of the Dalil’s secret ses- 
sions was regarded as an undesirable 
symptom, 


Some Pessimistic Reports. 


Some of the Irish correspondents 
of the morning newspapers are hope- 
ful, others do not conceal their 
doubts, while one or two are in- 
clined to pessimism. As no one, how- 
ever, professes to certain knowledge 
of what happened at the Dail’s 
private sessions, the respective re- 
ports can only be récorded without 
an indication as to their importance.

GENERAL WHO LED BRITISH 
FORCES IN MESOPOTAMIA DIES 


Sir John E. Nixon, Boer War Vet- 
eran, Expires at St. Raphael, 
France,

LONDON, Dec. 16.—Gen. Sir John 
Eccles Nixon, commander of the 
British forces in | Mesopotamia in 
1915 and 1916, died at St. Raphael, 
France, Thursday, according to Mar- 
seilles dispatch to the Times. 

He spént most of his military ca- 
reer in India, and also distinguished 
himself as commander of a cavalry 
brigade during the Boer War. He 
was born in 1857, the son of the late 
Major-General John Pigott Nixon, 
and was knighted in 1911. After his 
return from ‘Mesopotamia he was 
cleared of all responsibility for the 
British reverses there which ended 
in the retreat from Bagdad.

with the high chest to whom 

we turn-our care and thoughts. 

She may be straight and thin and 
long of line in every other particu- 
lar, but the build of the upper por- 
tion of her figure will ke more abun- 
dantly developed, 

It is the bodice of the frock for 
your type which must be your first 
consideration. You must take care 
that it be full enough over the 
breast. but not too full. You must 
see that the gathers or pleats: are so 
confined from their starting points 
that they flare just: where it is neces- 
sary that they should and lie down 
peacefully at all other places. You 
must ponder over the waistline so 
that it be not too small in proportion 
for the rounding of the upper part 
of the figure. In other words, your 
skirts will more or less take care of 
themselves if you add art to the de- 
sign of the waist. 

Now, it is the high-chested figure 
which has confronting it the peril- 


ous danger of looking as though. it is , 


Most of the time 
it is no such thing. It is beautiful 
and altegwether correct in line, But 
one errer in judgment when the line 
of the bodice is considered, or not 
considered, can throw. the whole 
make-up of the costume into a fat 
expression, when it should be a thin 
one, or at least one that is medium 
in proportion. 

We will leave reducing methods 
out of the question. They are all 
very well—but, after all, they have 
nothing to do with. clothes. Take 
the premise that the figure you have 
is the figure for you and then go 
about dressing it as it deserves. There 
is something so healthy and vital 
and wholesome and. strong about 
the high-chested figure that what- 
ever happens it should not be al- 
lowed to lose one atom of that stur- 
dy quality which makes it what it is. 
It need not spring out and force its 
line upon the passerby, but it can 
be subtle about demanding that ev- 
eryone it meets shall recognize the 
true beauty which is its own.

The Chinese replied that a group 
of Shanghai bankers had stepped in- 
to the breach; that the bankers be- 
lieved the sacred province of Shan- 
tung was absolutely vital to their 
country and that they had scraped 
together the equivalent of 53,000,- 
000 gold marks to redeem the rail- 
way. Japan would not need to wait 
for her money. She would be paid 
right on the spot. 

But Japan, it developed, Gid not 
on the spot. 
The Japanese delegates pointed out 
that China is already the country’s 
debtor. China, in fact, owes Japan 
something like $250,000,000 in gold 
most of it, borrowed by 
the Pekin Government shortly after 
its acceptance of the 21 demands. 

Japanese Proposal. 

And the Japanese proposed that 
this fund which the Shanghai bank- 
ers had raised—this fund to redeem 
Shantung—might better be used 
toward puying off the older debts. 

“t would not begin to pay these 
debts; it would not g> a tenth of the 
way. And the Chinese delegates 
noted that fact, and demanded, “Put 
what should we do, then, for money 
to redeem the Shantung Railwayg”’ 

And the Japanese delegates, pos- 
sibly without even cracking a smile, 
replied: “‘We'll loan it to you.” 

And that is where the situation 
stands. ‘“‘Reimbursement” has been 
accepted, in principle—accepted as 
a basis of settiement. But the 
Chinese delegation cannot yet accept 
that idea of a loan- Their country 
has had various sad experiences with 
railway loans. It knows that a loan 
involves a certain degree of ‘“‘con- 
trol” and it has not yet agreed to re- 
imburse Japan for surrendering 
“joint control’’ only to have “joint 
control” reappear, like the ghost 
can’t be laid, in a somewhat 
different form.

LETTERS FROM THE PEOPLE 


Manhood or Bonds. 
To the Bditor of the Post-Dispatch. 
HAVE just read Mr. Wells’ article on 
the world’s social condition and I am 
sure the situation in Europe is fully as 
bad as he pictures it. He looks to Ameri- 


ca to save the world. 

America can do so if we only honest- 
ly try, but the world cannot be saved by 
charity alone. The entire world is af- 
flicted with the same trouble and that 
trouble has reached the point where it 
has caused the breaking down of indus- 
try the world over. We all know that 
there is sufficient land in the world for 
all the needs of the people and that we 
have sufficient labor power to produce all 
the wealth we have any use for. So, ob- 
viously all that is necessary is to find a 
means for the people to apply their la- 
bor and supply their wants, and all the 
trouble would vanish in 12 months. 

Now this being true, the finding of 
this means will save civilization. Hence 
it is the all-important thing to be done. 
Europe has the taxing power and the 
power to issue money. Any Europea™ 
country could put every man to work 
producing wealth if they will use their 
power to issue legal tender money to 
tinance public employment and start the 
men to producing the things they need 
for consumption, and follow it up with 
taxing the existing wealth sufficiently 
to pay off this national debt. 

They conscripted their manhood to 
earry on the war, now they must con- 
script their wealth to paye for it. Of 
course this program will not suit the 
bankers, but since Europe is bankrupt 
and cannot pay its bonds, the bankers 
stand te lose them anyway, and it would 
be a little foolish for the blind Samsons 
to pull civilization down on their own 
heads. 

The way for America to save Europe 
is to set the example and show bankrupt 
Europe how it can be done, before we 
reach their condition. The world has got 
to learn what economic justice is and ap- 

ply it to our industrial life or civilization 
will perish. Justice implies that industry 
and Governments function without the 
burden of interest, and unless this solu- 
tion is applied all Governments will fall. 

Europe could not pay the annual inter- 
est on their national debts (which is 
more than $12,000,000,000) if their in- 
dustry was running full swing, and if ev- 
ery man had steady employment. Amer- 
ica is burdened with debts that we can 
no longer pay interest on. It requires 
about $60 per family to pay interest on 
our nationa! indebtedness, about $50 per 
family to pay interest and dividends on 
stocks and bonds of railroads. 

All the states have large bonded in- 
debtedness; all municipalities, schoo! dis- 
tricts, counties and other subdivisions of 
the Government are heavily bonded. 

Most all mines, factories and all other 
industries are bonded to the limit, also 
most of the homes and farms are under 
mortgages. We can no longer find invest- 
ment for our $18,000,000,000 annua! in- 
comes from interest, rent and profit. We 
are unable to sell our surplus 80 we are 
beginning to talk of overproduction, while 
many of our own people are without the 
common necessities of life. 

Let us become as much in earnest as 
we were to win the war. We would have 
gone to any extent to win. Now we must 
go to any extent to save civilization, al- 
ways remembering the most important 
thing ie to find the means whereby men 
may be employed and supply their wants. 
We must come to realize the fact that it 
is wrong to mentally overpower the peo- 
ple and rob them as it is to rob them by 
physically overpowering them. We must 
uake up to the truth that no nation need 
let ita citizenship suffer want through in- 
voluntary idleness. 

It is more important to save manhood 
than to pay interest on bonds.

Britain and the United States. The ratio remains the 
same and the difference in ship tonnage to be re- 
tained is practicably negligible. 

More important than the actual quantity of ships 
scrapped—a great total, reducing the navies to de- 
fensive armaments—is the naval holiday, which will 
put an end to costly and menacing naval competition 
for 10 years. It is a long step towards the ultimate 
abolition of fighting navies as distinguished from 
police navies. 

The tonnage ratio of France and Italy is to be de- 
termined and details with regard to replagements 
during the holiday and the treatment of submarines 
settled. So far as the work of the arms conference 
is concerned we may regard an harmonious conclu- 
sion as practically assured. 

The character of the opposition to the work of 
the conference may be judged from Senator Reed’s 
attack on the naval ratio in connection with a re- 
newed attack on the four-Power treaty. From Senator 
Reed's standpoint we are yielding gur great advantage 
in wealth and strength to Great Britain and Japan. 
We ought to have a greater navy than Great Britain 
and far greater than Japan. The ratio, in Senator 
Reed’s opinion, should be measured not by the 
strength of existing navies, but .by ability to build 
and man ships—the very thing the conference was 
called to avoid. Because we have the resources to 
beat the world and even conquer the world, we ought 
to insist upon that advantage being maintained in 
any agreement with other Powers. Germany fol- 
lowed that policy, with disastrous results to herself 
and the world. Shall we become another junker 
nation? 

Senator Reed damns liberality and fairness and the 
will to peace on our part in any sort of agreement 
and co-operation with other nations. We must insist 
upon our advantage in ability to arm and fight and 
put over them the mastery we are capable of as- 
suming. We must force the British empire not only 
to yield her traditional naval superiority but yield 
us superiority, and Japan must be forced to accepting 
absolute inferiority, so that we shall command ab- 
solute mastery of the seas and use it as we please. 
Our attitude towards other nations should exemplify 
the conscious insolence of conscious wealth. 

In Senator Reed’s view we must claim everything 
and concede nothing. If we concede anything Amer- 
ica “underwrites in the blood of her sons the ambi- 
tions and avarice of Great Britain and Japan in the 
southern seas.” 

On thie basis America is forever debarred from any 
agreement to limit armaments and from co-operation 
with other nations to maintain justice, amity and 
peace. We must write finis on arms conferences and 
peace conferences and all treaties for amicable set- 
tlement of disputes. We must cling to the old order 
of might and continue ruinous armament competition 
until war brings another decision by force and an- 
other debacle of civilization. 

The American people must choose now between the 
unrestrained competition of force, with all that im- 
plies, and agreements for progressive reduction of 
armaments and peaceful methods of settling interna- 
tional disputes. There is no middle ground between 
the imperialistic policy of the irreconcilables and the 
peace policy of the progressives. 
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ECONOMY IN SEWERS. 

In discussing the sewer situation in St. Louis the 
Post-Dispatch. turns from needed improvements to 
indispensable necessities. The normal growth of 
the city requires widened arterial streets and park 
and recreational improvements. But leaving out all 
other questions, there is no choice but to maintain 
our sewer and sanitary system. 

The question that must be decided is the simple one 
of whether there shall be maintained a system of 
patches which will require an increasing number of 
patches and the expenditure of thousands of dollars 


quate system of new sewers which will perform their 
service for a generation or more without repairs or 
damage to property. Nor is thaf all to be con- 
sidered, for, in the end, there must be new sewers 
anyway. 


There is no question hich course is a. more 


expensive. With an te modern sewer system 
the city would be paying for sewers alone. With a 
patch system the city would be paying for the “lux- 
ury” of street washouts ana the replacement of other 
property damaged .;om .o.lapsed sewers, and in the 
end would have the same cost to meet for new sew- 
ers. This is not to mention the cost which is likely 
to be required in human. life from broken-down sew- 
ers and the spread of filth and infection. 

The citizen may figure it out for himself. In 
the end he will find but one thing to figure, and 
that is how rapidly it will be feasible to handfe the 
work of sewer replacement. 
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THE SHAME OF MISSOURL 

The necessity no longer exists for agitating good 
roads before the people of Missouri. They have al- 
ready voted twice for the most ambitious plan of 
good roads that has been placed before them. They 
are, of course, interested to note the progress of their 
most important neighbor, Illinois, on a program of 
State road construction begun in 1913 and since am- 
plified and reorganized. But it is to the mindrity of 
dirt roads partisans who will attempt to block Mis- 
souri’s road program by delaying it with a refer- 
endum that the lesson of Illinois’ progress may be 
most pointedly addressed. 

Illinois abandoned the school of dirt roads eight 
years ago. Result? One thousand two hundred 
eighty-four (1284) miles of paved trunk roads and 
3000 miles of other roads have been completed. Plans 
are laid for the completion next year of an addition- 
al 1000 miles of pavement. A total of $40,000,000 thus 
far has been expended. The amount authorized to 
be spent by State bond issue is $60,000,000, the same 
figure which has been authorized in Missouri, of 
which not one dollar has yet been expended, nor can 
a dollar of it be expended before a year from next 
March, if the obstructionist movement of a small mi- 
nority is successful. 

If the Hirth dirt-roads following is sincere it will 
at least secure a representative expression from Illi- 
nois farmers as to the desirability of permanent 
roads as against dirt roads from the standpoint of the 
practical farmer. It is a grave proposition to push 
Missouri backward when her next-door neighbor and 
chief competitor, already far in the lead in road build- 
ing, is pushing forward by leaps and bounds. 
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GOV. HYDE’S ALARM.

SOORATES AND HIS PUPIIS. 


OCRATES: The attendance at the agora 
S last night was the best we have had in 

weeks. A very fine point has arisen with 
respect to Article II of the four-Power treuty, 
and our more  hair-splitting disquisitionists 
turned out to see what we thought of it. I do 
not think there was a two-story thinker ab- 
sent. It was this sort of thing that made the 
campaign over the League of Nations memo- 
orable. I was never satisfied that we really 
came to any conclusion as to Article X. There 
was too much passion in the campaign for the 
purpose of dispassionate judgment. However, 
we did fit ourselves excellently to @iscuss Ar- 
ticle II. 

Glaucon: The point is as to whether we are 
bound. 

Socrates: Precisely. Crites was the first 
speaker. He resisted the idea that we are 
bound by the four-Power agreement. It is, 80 
he said, merely an agreement among the four 
Powers to discuss the affairs of the Pacific, 
without any obligation upon their part to pre- 
serve one another’s territorial integrity in that 
part of the world. That seemed plausible, and 
as Crites put it there was no promise of what 
happened later. Alcibiades was the next speak- 
er. He supported the League of Nations, and 
made the League argument. This finds a par- 
ellel betwen Article X and Article IT, and has 
among its supporters Senators Reed, Borah and 
La Follette. Senator Borah thinks the moral 
obligation to defend the territorial integrity of 
aJl the parties to the agreement is even strong- 
er in Article II than tn Article X Alcibiades 
kept this point quite disentangled.

Socrates: Someone was kind enough at 
length to say that Socrates was sitting behind 
the stove and had been listening carefully. 
There was a roar of applause, which I took to 
express the natural veneration and respect of 
all people for one whose life had been given to 
frank consideration of truth. The old age of 
one woh accumulates material wealth is of no 
consequence either to himself or society, but 
the old age of one who accumulates intellectua) 
wealth is of immense consequence to him and 
to society as well. That has been the view of 
the world from the beginning, and it can never 
be anything else. We think it is changing 
when some immensely rich man goes down on 
the horizon, but we soon discover our mistake. 
We do not know who the rich men of history 
have been. We know quite well who the wise men 
have been, To them largely we owe all hu- 


man wisdom and progress. 'The boy orator period 
is the uncertain period of any. civilization. 
Rome, ruled by the seniors, from. whom we 
have senatus and senate, was the great politi- 
cal factor in the world for centuries before 
and after the beginning of the Christian era, 
and Japan, ruled by the eiders, is the modern 
miracle among empires. I say this merely to 
make the point of applause when my name was 
mentioned. It was not truly for Soerates, but 
for that of which he is typical and which the 
world has lcoked to always for wisdom. — 

Thrasymachus: We acquit you of vanity, 
Socrates. 

Socrates: Thanks, Thrasymachus. I was of 
course glad to say what I think of this great 
matter. I think there is really no actual differ- 
ence between one kind of alliance and another, 
since the expectation of us would be the same 
under any agreement. 
the policy to which the four Powers reed as 
to the Pacific would be affronting al} the Pow- 
ers, which would unite in whatever action whs 
taken. Beyond that we can construe any 
agreement only in the spirit of the new inter- 
nationalism, and I wish we might understand 
better what the new internationalism is. The 
United States is willing to co-operate with 
other countries to compel peace in the world, 
but it must remain its own judge of what its 
duty with its army and navy is. We tried to 
point out during the debate over Article X that 
except the cause was worthy there was no dan- 
ger of Congress voting a declaration of war. 
That same spirit applies to the four-Power 
treaty. If we feel at any time that we are in all 
good conscience bound to preserve the terri- 
torlal integrity of other Powers in the Pacific 
we would construe our agreement to mean and 
justify that. Do you recall the feeling in this 
country before we entered the war against Ger- 
many? 

Glaucon:

But 
there wasn't any applause at first, 
and there never was any applause, 
except from a man over in the cor- 
ner, who seemed to be very drunk. 
He warmed up as I proceeded, and 
at the close he gave me a hand and 
shout of approval that found no 
echo from the other persons in ™y 
audience. 

“My vanity was hurt, hurt badly.

000 net profit was made by Smith- 
Hughes vocational agricultural stu- 
dents in Rogers and farmer students, 
under the instruction of the voca- | 
tional agricultural director of the, 
school, according to the annual re- | 
port of W. L. Hall, the instructor, | 


which covers the period up to the 
end of this crop year. 

The adult student mers studied | 
nothing but dairying,’ and with 98 
head of cattle made a total of $10, - | 
795. In this class there were 13 men | 
who worked 11,298 hours. They av- 
eraged slightly more than 95 cents 
an hour. Hall's figures show that 
the gross receipts from their proj- 
ects amounted to $23,146.11. Their 
net profits amounted to $8649, and 
they paid themselves $2196 wages 
from the gross receipts. 

The 26 boys in the Smith-Hughes 
class in the Rogers high school car- 
ried out their projects on 93 acres of 
land, in the raising of 44 swine and 
tending eight dairy cattle. The farm 
projects consisted of orcharding, the 
production of corn and strawberries 
and the raising of gardens.

The museum is designed primar- 
ily to serve the various teachers of 
the public schools with natural his- 
tory exhibits to illustrate lessons of 
reading, language or geography. 
Thus the collection is subdivided 
into 2000 parts, each of which is 
erated for travel about the various 
school buildings. However, since 
the old Bates School at the corner 
of North Market street and Spring 
avenue, has been remodeled for the 
purposes of the museum, One large, 
room on the second floor has been | 
made into a museum in which most | 
of the 1000 traveling exhibits are 
duplicated. 

Nature of the Exhibits. 

No. 1 exhibit may be taken as 
illustrative of the other 1999 and 
the purpose it serves. It consists 
of wheat in the seed and in its vari- 
ous stages of production and then 
the various processes into edible 
food, including cracked wheat, rolled 
wheat, wheat flakes, wheat flour 
and other forms. Accompanying 
the exhibit to schools are charts set- 
ting out all about wheat—booklets, 
lantern slides and in some cases mo- 
tion pictures. 

There are 10,000 separate boxes 
ready for a trip to any school which 
requisitions them, many of the 2000 
separate exhibits having been copied 
peveral times. 

All the birds common to the Unit- 
ed States are in the exhibits and the 
museum from the little humming 
bird to the great American eagle.

First of Kind in U. S. 

Many of the specimens in the 
museum have been donated. Oth- 
ers have been acquired by purchase. 
The museum’s annual appropriation 
is about $20,000. It was the first of 
its kind in the United States and 
frequently is the subject of comment 
by educators in other cities and in 
educational magazines. 

Miss Meisner recently wrote to 
Henry Ford requesting loan of some 
of the instructive and entertainment 
motion pictures which he shows his 
workmen. fFord’s response was a 
gift of 119 films of wide ranze, 
chiefly natural scenery about Amer- 
ica. 

The museum is open from 9 a. 
m. to 5 p. m. daily except Sunday. 
There also is a small assemblhy hail 
in the building which is free for the 
use of meetings of scientific organ- 
izations. The St. Louis Natural His- 
tory Museum Association, which is 
seeking funds to endow a natural 
history museum in St. Louis, held a 
meeting there Wednesday night at 
which its president, Dr. A. G. Pohl- 
man of St. Louis University, told of 
the need the city has for a museum.

Aldermen Refer Additional Claim 
of Special Prosecutor in Mc- 
Culloch and Cameron Cases, 


The claim of Andrew C. Maroney 
against the city for $3500, in addi- 
tion to $6000 already received by 
him, for his services as special prose- 
cutor in the case of Richard Mc- 
Culloch and Bruce Cameron, charged 
with burglary and theft of referen- 
dum petitions, has been referred by 
the Board of Aldermen to City Coun- 


selor Caulfield for an opinion. 

Maroney’s claim is the chief item 
in a relief bill, introduced into the 
Board of Aldermen a year ago, -for 
a total of $4189.72. This is in ad- 
| dition to a special fund of $10,- 
000 appropriated and expended for! 
| the prosecution of the McCulloch-| 
|Cameron case. The case was ren-| 
dered unusually costly by the trans-| 
| portation and hotel] expenses of the. 
/counsel and a large number of wit-| 
i'nesses, the case being heard in| 
‘Springfield, 240, miles from St. Louis, | 
on a change of venue. McCulloch | 
| was acquitted by order of Judge Pat- 
terson of Springfield, in September, 
/1920, the judge holding that the 
“wrongful taking” of referendum pe-| 
titions from a safe did not constitute 
the crime of burglary under the 
statutes. Cameron’s case Wes 
‘dropped in December, 1920. : 

--coney has presented, in support | 
‘of his claim, hi: contract with Law. | 
rence McDaniel, who was Circuit At- | 
torney at the time, for Maroney’s | 
services as special prosecutor. This | 
contract, made in June, 1919, pro-| 
vided that Maroney should receive | 
$6000 for one year’s services in the 
case, and $500 a month thereafter; 
that he should not take any case 
connected with the defendants’ in- 
terest in that period, and should not 
take any other criminal case without 
McDaniel’s approval. He claims pay 
for seven months, at $500 a month, 
over the year’s fee. 

The other items of the $4189.72 
claim, which is in the form of a re- 
lief bill, are: George Zollinger, ste- 
nographer, $100 for services; Law- 
rence McDaniel, advanced for ex- 
penses, $531.68; owing to Hotel 
Sansone, Springfield, $8.05; ad- 
vanced by J. P. Sweeney (now de- 
ceased), $15; advanced by Harry 
Russell, $35.
